BURNING PAINTINGS AND RELICS, 


One of the Oldest Sacred Edifices in 
America Destroyed by Fire. 
QUEBEC; Jan. 1.—[{Special.}—About 8 o'clock 
this_ morning fire broke out in the Quebec 
Seminary chapel which totally destroyed the 
edifice with about $500,000 worth of original paint- 
ings. When the firemen arrived the fiames were 
still confined to the cellar where the fire origi- 
nated, but the smoke was so dense that all ap- 
proach was cut off, and from the intricate posi- 
tion of the fire the firemen had great difficulty in 
getting atit. About a minute after the arrival 
of the brigade the fire gained the und floor in 
the interior of the chapel, and fed by the 
old dry wooden fixtures of the place 

ined such headway that all hope of saving the 
uilding was abandoned. The flames. quickly 
spread to the northeasterly portion of the dormi- 
tory, which is unoccupied, adjoining the chapel, 
but the firemen checked its progress there, and 
consequently saved the whole of that immense 
block surrounding the seminary yard. Only the 
bare walls of the chapel remain, and these are 
so badly shaken that they will have to be de- 


stroyed. The edifice was builtin 1735, shortly 


the founding of Laval 
and it was robably one of the 
most ancient buildings in Canada, It was 
built in the old French style and can easily be 
remembered by the many tourists who have vis- 
ited. here. It contained five altars, some two 
centunes old, which formerly were in the first 
Jesuit Chureb established in Canada upon the 
site of the Jesuit Barracks Square.

CONROY’S TERRIBLE CRIME, 


He Kills His Mother, and Accuses Her of 
Being a Wanton. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 1.—[Special.]—A double 
murder, the result of too much liquor, occurred 
early this morning at a dingy tenement on Dun- 
can alley. The man who committed the deed is 
Stephen Conroy, a young man 2% years of age, 
who is employed in the city water-works.

Returning later he 
found his mother and O'Donnell in the house, 
both full of whisky. In answer to his query, she 
stated that the weather Was too bad for her to go 
to market. He then picked upzthe basket and 
went himself. On coming ack he found 
his mother and O'Donnell still drinking. 
This so enraged him that he flew at his mother 
and, picking up an ax, dealt her a number of 
blows, winding up by stamping upon her with 
his heavy cowhide boots. O'Donnell was treated 
in the same manner, and was then taken up bod- 
ily and thrown into the strect. The woman died 
soon after and before medical aid could be sum- 
moned, but O'Donnell lingered on until this 
afternoon, when he also expired. Conroy, it is 
thought, had also been drinking. He denies 
having tasted a drop. O'Donnell was an oyster 
dredger about 40 years old.

PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE NATIONAL- 
" BANK ACT. 

Tre Controller of the Currency in his last 
annual report says that during the previous 
year and a half he received more than forty 
plans for improving and perpetuating the 
Nationalbank system. In the appendix he 
gives adigest of them and the State from 
which each came, but not the name of the 
proposer. It does not appear that any u- 
nois, banker took it upon himself to rescue 
the banks from destruction and eliminate 
from the system its imperfections. New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and 
Ohio show the greatest interest in the mat- 
ter. The propositions submitted may be 
classed as follows: 

1. Do away with the note-issuing function 
of the banks. 3 

2. Incréase the inducements for the banks 
to deposit United States bonds as a basis of 


' National-bank circulation. 


3. Provide by a new issue of bonds for a 
contanuance of the present or some modified 
system of Nauonal-bank circulation on 
United States bonds. | 
4 Bubstitute some other for United States 
bonds deposited in the Treasury as a basis 
for Natio#al-bank circulation. 

5. Allow the banks to issue circulation on 
their general credit without requiring specific 
security to be deposited. 

While it is not necessary that any actual 
circulation should be issued it is necessary 
to make provision therefor.

CONGRESSMAN MASONS. GREAT IDEA. 
That eminent young statesman, Congress- 


man Mason of the Third District of Illinois, 


has buckled on his billy and proposes to 


assail the sugar and coal trusts. As soon as 
Congress reassembles and he can catch the 
eye of the Speaker he will introduce a reso- 
lution for their Congressional investigation. 
That is right. Such a proceeding would be 


in the line of duty. No policeman on his 


beat could be under more binding obhgation 
to take cognizance of a highway robbery go- 
ing on beneath his nose than Mr. Mason. 
But he should know that if he goes at the 
business in a straightforward way he is liable

It 
reached its highest point during the war, and 
was @ revenue measure. The only people 
who could be protected wers a few Louisiana 
Rebels, then doing all in their power to de- 
stroy the Union. The United States needed 
every dollar of revenue it could get, and a 
Republiean Congress put on sugar all the 
duty it gould bear with that idea in view. 
„% Billy “ was in pinafore at that time and his 
slip may be excused; but he would do well to 
be a little more careful in the future in 
the ‘Statement of his’ facts. And why 
mince matters? A ninety or 100 day tariff 
on or off, according to thé appearance or 
disappearance of a syndicate, would be 
about, the ‘most absurd arrangement 
imaginable. Instead of cutting the dog’s tail 
off in links and then sticking it on again, 
why not make one good job of it by cutting it 
of clean and neat snug up to the ears! 
What excusé‘ts there for either exaction? 
One increases the cost of sugar to the coun- 
try at least 60 millions a year, and the other 
taxes the coal trade of all the coal-flelds west 
of the Allegheny Mountains and east of the 
Missouri River. And for what? In the case 
of sugar, to benefit a lot of unrepentant Reb- 
els and Bourbon bulldozers in Louisiana and 
enable them to raise cane in more senses 
than one at the expense of all the rest of the 
Nation and compela Republican State te vote 
Democratic; in thd case of cal. the present 
policy compels New England to buy the Chesa- 
peake bituminous at exorbitant prices, when 
it Gould use to better advantage the prodtict 
of the Pictou mines, jist north. The proteo- 
tioh to Maryland and Pénnéylvania coal 
shuts Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa prac- 
tically out of the Upper Canada and Mani- 
toba markets. This left-handed protection is 
worse than saving at the spiggot and wast- 
ing at the bung. 

Louisiana does not produce much more 
than an ounce on the pound of the sugar 
consumed in the United States. Will our

The inhabitants of 
Cook County pay fifteen hundred thousand 
dollars of this bounty tax, and the people of 
Mr. Mason’s district four hundred thousand 
dollars thereof. Should he not regard the 
interests of his own constituents? Oris his 
first allegiance due to the Bourbon bulldozers 
of Louisiana? We hope not!

The year was distinguished by a number of 
great financial transactions and the advent 
to the city of several Eastern capitalists as 
heavy owners of gas and street-railway prop- 
erties. The North Chicago City Railroad was 
sold to the Philadelphia syndicate, the pur- 
chasers organizing under the name of the 
North Chicago Street Railway. The proper- 
ty is now represented by $500,000 of old stock, 
$1,247,000 of old bonds, $5,000,000 of new 
stock, and $8,000,000 of stock of the United 
States Construction Company. The gas 
companies were bought by local capitalists 
and members of the Philadelphia clique, 
whose ownership is expressed in the 
form of $25,000,000 of certificates. The West 
Division Road also went to the Philadelphia 
people and a few Chicago men of 
wealth, the appraised yalue of the property 
being nearly $13,000,000. Another great syn- 
dicate operation was the purchase of a tract 
ot land in the Town of Lyons by Mr. Stick- 
ney and his associates for nearly $1,000,000. 
Two corporations, with aggregate capital of 
$12,500,000, have been formed to carry out the 
plans of the projectors for the establishment 
of railroad transfer facilities and stock- 
yards. The street-railway and gas stocks 
and bonds have naturally been the most 
prominent securities in our market, but trad- 
ing in them, except for the purposes of the 
syndicates, has aot yet been very active. 
Nor have the transactions in miscellaneous 
securities been numerous as compared with 
those of preceding years.

PRODUCE. 


The markets for produce were dull most of 
the time, but the movement was far from be- 
ing small. This city has handled a large pro- 
portion of the produce of the soil, and gen- 


gain intne volume of receipts of flour and 
‘wheat, partly because the attempted corner 
in the latter made this much the highest 
market in which it could be sold in the spring 
and early summer. The reveipts of oats also 
exhibit a large increase, while a falling off in 


the seaboard than in most recent years, 
though lake freight rates ruled high most of 
the season. There is a decadence of 
nearly 20 per centin hogs, but their meat and 
dressed beef were sent heré in much larger 
quantity, and the arrivals of cattle and sheep 
far outnumber those of the year last preced- 
ing. We have received less butter, cheese, 
and wool, because the drouth restricted the 
production of those articles, and the move- 
ment of flaxseeds was less for the same rea- 
son; but we have received more hides, 1n ad- 
dition to a dig increase in city make, and 
lumber and coal have come in more freely, 
notwithstanding chronic disaffection at the 
mines, with correspondingly high prices 
for the latter. e comparative im- 
portance and power of hicago as a 
market has been fully maintained if 
not increased. It has certainly done more in 
the way of direct shipment of grain and 
meats to Europe, and has probably hand led 
a slightly larger percentage of the food stuffs 
which the West sends out each year for dis- 
tribution over the Eastern States. Those 
members of our Board of Trade who 
deal chiefly in what is called the “cash 
stuff have done a large business and gener- 
ally a prosperous one, the principal excep- 
tion being that some of them were caught 

“between the upper and the nether mill- 
stone in the middle of June by the failure 
of the clique in wheat. 

An unusual, duliness in speculation pre- 
vailed most of the year in produce circles. 
Even the great wheat deal was confined to a 
few outside of those who had cash wheat to 
sell. It failed to attract the wide-spread buy- 
ing and selling of futures by the multitude 
which had marked previous attempts to cor- 
ner the “staff of life,” and for five months 
after the collapse the market was so listless 
as to suggest the old comparison about bein 
as dead asadoor nail. Speculation in mem 
products was killed off by a little squeeze in 
the spring. Corn and oats were neglected. 
Scarcely a trade in rye futures was reported 
in six months. Even the wool men hung 
back and allowed the buyers of other cities 
to become excited over the new clip and 
lose money by paying more than the proper- 
ty was wort his apathy was in marked 
contrast to the activity that prevailed out- 
side.

Lake freights ruled 5 higher last 
season than during the previous year, partly 
owing to the operation of the Inter-State 
Commerce law. At the opening of navi 
tion the rates were about 40 for corn and 4c 
for wheat, this city to Buffalo. Under hberal 
offerings of vessel-room, and only a moderate 
demand from shippers, there was a decline to 
8@3}4c in May. This order of things was 
reversed a month later, with engagements 
on corn and wheat made at 50 and 5i<c re- 
spectively in the early part of June. Dur- 
ing the excitement in the speculative mar- 
kets at this time the demand for vessel 
room was decreased, and rates were reduced 
fully 10 for a short period, but finally ad- 
vanced to 5% for corn and 60 for wheat in 
the latter part of June. Rates were lower 
in July, at one time touching 2%c for corn. 
From this point there was an advance to 84,@ 
85¢c in August, rates ruling fairly steady for 
some time, ranging through the following 
month at 334@4\%c. During the early autumn 
many vesseis in the carrying trade were di- 
verted to the Lake Superior country, and as 
a consequence there was a scarcity of vessel- 
room, and in October rates advanced 5@ 
5c. During November they ranged at 3@5c 
closing at 44¢@5c. Georgian Bay rates were 
Nl lower than those to Buffalo, while 1 
Gr se. additional was asked to ports on Lake 

ntario. The highest rate ever recorded was 
in 1846, when 32c was paid for a cargo of 
wheat from Waukegan to Buffalo. The aver- 
age rate on wheat from Buffalo to New York 
by the Erie Canal was 4% in 1887. 

Ocean freights were moderately firm at the 
opening of the year, with the rate on flour in 
sacks 16s 3a per long ton, New York to Liver- 
pool. Through March there was weakness 
at 12}¢s on flour and 10s on bacon to Liver- 
pool, As the year progressed lower rates 
prevailed, with flour carried for 10s in July. 
At this period the rate on wheat to Glasgow 
was 3d per bu, which held for some time, but 
with August and. September there was an 
advance to ind. The lowest time was 
late in the autumn, when grain was carried 
at IHM, with the closing spot rate, New 
York to Liverpool, about 2d per bu. The 
present rate on flour is 11011 s, while pro- 
visions trem at 15@20s per ton.

The Superior Court at Cedar Rapids Pro- 
nounces It Unconstitutional. 


unconstitutional by Judge Stoneman of the 
Superior Court of this city. It was the case 
of Col. Charies A. Clark, the well-known 


lawyer, vs. The Judges of Election of the | 


Fifth Ward in Cedar Rapids. The com- 


plainant averred that during the time 
when under the law he might otherwise 
have become registered he was necessarily 
absent at Des Moines in attendi&ifjce upon the 
United States Circuit Court, in which he was 
a practicing attorney. The day of election 
he presented himself before the judges of 
election and demanded his right tovote. The 
judges refused to receive his vote on the 
ground that he was not regi as re- 
quired by the Registry act, and in this 
case he claims damages for the refusal by 
the judges to reveive his vote. The de- 
fendant aemurred to the plaintiff's petition. 
The demurrer the question of the 
constitutonality of the stry act.

VERY CHEAPLY SETTLED. 


y | Damages Arising from the Chatsworth Dis- 


aster Only Cost the Road $300,000. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 81.— [Special. 
J. 8. Stevens, an attorney of Peoria, who 
adjusted the damages which arose from the 
Chatsworth disaster on the Toledo, Peoria & 
Western Road, says there were 255 cases 
where damages were claimed by the friends 
of those killed or by parties injured in the 
disaster, and all but four of small importance 
have been satisfactorily adjusted, costing the 
company a little over $800,000. In the acci- 
dent eighty-two persons were killed. But 
forty suits were brought, and these have all 
been settled. Mr. Stevens says that he 
doubts if there ig another. case on record 
where a railroad company has acted so 
omptly as in this. The road had but a few 
ays before been taken out of the hands of 
a receiver, and had the directors chosen so to 
do they could have thrown the property back 
to the trustees ana the sufferers would not 
have gotten a dollar.
